The
articles thus admltted wounld undersell the pro-
ducts of our mrtisans at our very doors, and
our factories would be closed, as heretofore, by
similar canses. This will throw ont of employ-
meont thousands of industrions wmen, and entml
roin upon them and thelr families, mevely for
the benefit and agerandizementof forelgn manu-
facturers and caplialista, As soon as our indus-
trial arms are paraly»¢d and competition s de-
stroyed, the monopollst can command his own
mmdltil thus clear that the pollcy of
trade can never tly benefit aay
conntry that will sanction its adoption.
pelled by every feeling of interest, humanity,
and 1jn-toe for our artisans and Iaborers, we
should nnhuluﬁngié.set our faces against this
hereey. We ghould, therefore, not only earnestly
legislate for the benefit of capital, bat for the
sons and danghters of our country, It
[ be our constant effort to improve thelir
soclal condition, to advance their intellectual
status, and above all to shield them from the
destitution which Is threatened by the enemles
of lpmloe‘llon to our industrial pursunits.

These sen-
timents, so clearly expressed, I have taken fre-
quent occasion to reiterate, and it affords me
t satisfaction to observe that many who
ave heretofore been hostile to or silent on (his
most important subject, are becoming warm in
u‘:e:;d vocacy of the prineiples heré enun-
cin .

Thoee who saved this Government from the
destruetion designed by itreason, are they who
will perpetuate It as a blessing for fature gene-
rations. All that I8 asked of the people is to
strengthen and uphold the hands of the men
